British Columbia will veiy like- 
ly bo less concerned for tlie Doniinion 
Government and their "accredited 
agent" than it will be about tho possi- 
ble consequences to itself of such dis- 
courteous and unbusinesslike conduct 
on the part of its own ^Ministers. It 
•was long known that -Mr. Mackenzie 
would seek a relaxatien of tho Terms 
of Union, in so far as tlio time for 
building the Railway is concerned ;

The Loudon onrrospocdont of the Man- 
chester (luardian says; — 

Private advices 'received hero from 
Ciinada refer in a hopeful H])irit to the 
improved prospect of the question of re- 
ciprocity as between tho Dominion and 
the United States, consequent ui>on ne- 
gotiations quietly but judiciously con- 
ducted since the advent of the Macken- 
zie ( iovornmont at Ottawa. 'The Reci- 
procity Treaty which was consummated 
(hiring tho ollicial presence of Lord Elgin 
ill Canada lustcil ten years, and its operji- 
tion was undoubtedly beneficial to both 
countries. Tim American I'rotectioiiists 
resisted the nne wal. of tho Tr>!aty, a d 
piolited by the feeling awakened among 
Nortli(!rn jjoliticiaus at Washington by 
;lie alleged attitude of Canada during the 
civil war. Atteniiitr, have since been 
made, m the interests of tlio conuner- 
cial classes, to renew in some shape the 
reciprocally advantageous arrangement, 
l.ut tho Protectionist element in tho 
Ways andMoaua Committee lias hitherto 
proved too potent to allow Of any chance 
of BuccosB. It has boon feared, too, that 
the facts that the Treaty of Washington, 
by embracing ilio lishcrios in its general 
scope, deprived Canaila of one of its 
Htronftest points in any negotiation that 
might be started. Letters just received, 
however, onoourage tho belief that over- 
tures reoently made from Ottawa have 
mot with a not unfriendly reoeptiou at 
Washington.

Mary Adelaide, Duchess of Took, was 
safely delivered of a Prince; and the 
bulletin spoke favouraiily of tho ticalth 
both of mother and child. 

Mr. Glmlstono.in reply to an invitation 
to attend the Liberal banquet at Bodmin,

fore him. 

Tliere has lioen presented to tho Royal 
Artillery Me^iS at Woolwich by Major 
Brackenbury, in tho name of his brother 
oIlicor.H of tho regiment who served in the 
Ashanteo Expedition, and received by 
Major-General Sir David Wood, tho gol- 
den rani's head from the Royal Tomj)lo at 
Coomassio. It is one of tho mont re- 
markable trophies of tho lata war. It 
weighs forty-two ounces, and has been 
wrought out of tho solid metal with rnda 
and olum.sy tools. 

D uring the week ending Saturday, 
April 11, 5,413 births and 3,450 deaths 
wore registered in London and twelve 
other large towns of tho United Ki.igdom. 
The mortality from all cauwea in tlieso 
towns was at thu rate of twenty-four 
deaths aiiiiiially to every 1,000 persons 
living. In the mctro])olis 2, -120 births 
and l,I5,'i7 deaths woro registered, the for- 
mer having boon 68 and the latter 288 be- 
low the average number. 

The Uiiko of Cain bridge, in a report on 
the Autumn Manceuvres of 1873, took oo- 
casion to recomin<md that thoso military 
exercises be repeated on a largo ticalo 
overy throe years. 

Aiidressing tho Manchester Couferonco 
of Miners, on Saturday, April 11, Mr. 
llalliday, tho ohairman, resented Mr. 
Roebuck's insinuation that ho hung on 
the workingniaii for money, and saiti that 
if tho hon. gentleman were to try snch a 
thing he would find he had to deal with a 
body as intelligent and indcpcntent as 
any in tho country. Resolutions were 
passed approving the action of the work 
ingmen's representatives in joining the 
Uommission.expressieg confidence in Mr. 
Halliday, and characterizing Mr. Roe- 
buck's remark.s as uncalled for and un- 
just. 

Under tho presidency of .Mr. Edmond 
Beales, the Workmen's Peaco Association 
held its fourth annual meeting on Satur- 
day, April 11. The cb airman declared ho 
looked upon the Ashnutoe war as having 
been needlessly entered on, and as being 
condemned both in its beginning and 
termination. 

The Sholliold firm of Osborne and Co , 
whoso iiriuoipul member iu Master Cut- 
ler for the present year, had just failed 
£85.000; and the event caused the greater 
excitement in tho town from the circum- 
stance of tho cashier haviuff committed 
suicide a day or two boforo. 

Sir J. Nool Paton's father, Mr. Joseph 
Paton, a colourist of connideraUle repute, 
a zealous antiquarian, and the owner of 
the finest private masenm in Scotland, 
has died in the Bevcnty-oighth year of his 
age. 

From Capo Coast Ciistlo the annource- 
mont was made, by telegraph, that the 
treaty drawn up by Sir (larnet Wolseley 
has been signed by tho King, and hadbetn 
brought to Government House by bis 
ambosB&dors, all of whom were desirous 
of appending their signatures as well. No 
guarantees were given for tho execution 
of the treaty. 

False ne\TK rejirinted by the Parii iJpcnf- 
ment from tho lUe.a Public, to tho efl"ecl 
that 100 Communists had escaped from 
New Caledonia, had drawn down npon 
the first-named journal acemmuniTuefrom 
tho French Government. 

In relation to the workmen's strikes at 
Geneva, a serious disturbance had occurr- 
ed in that city, a band of stonemasons 
having been attacked for iiiterfermg v,ith 
other men of their trade who wished to 
go to work. Fifty rioters were apprehend- 
ed, partly by the citizens, who vigorous- 
ly supported the police in quelling dis- 
orders. 

Prince Bi.smark's health has so far im- 
proved as to permit of his conferring with 
visitors and transacting bnsinefis verbal- 
ly, llu was able to rise from his bed and 
to move, by means of a wheeled chair, 
into a room adjoining his badohambar. 

An extraordinary degree of activity has 
haseharacteri/.eil the British Naval De- 
partment since the accession of Mr. Dii'- 
racli to i)Owor. V correspondent, writing 
at Chatham, saj's that the works are be- 
ing puslied so urgently that it has been 
found necessary, for the first ticce for 
several years past, to have some of the 
vossels ordered for repair attended to by 
private Khip building hnus. Tho Aid, 
naval tninHpoit, is one of tho vtshels 
which i.-i to undergo hor repairs and rollt 
at a Tirivate ship-lmililing yard. In all 
the departments at Chatham so groat is 
tho activity that the hands will be cm- 
ployed working extra hours until tho 
close of the financial year. 

The Cremation Propaganda. — A Ger- 
man correspondent of the Pall Mail Oat- 
tilt writes: "The cause of cremation is 
making further progress. Thefnrnace in- 
tended for experimental burning of the 
dead, now in Dresden, is to bo eomplst- 
od in a few weeks. Meanwhile a ordma- 
tion Hociety has formed at Vienna under 
tho ap;ji (ii)riato title of 'The Urn,' and 
has obtained the Goyernment's consent 
for instituting .similar exporimonts. The 
furnace to bo built in Vienna will be 
after tho desigii of Prof. Roclam of Leip 
zig. 'The Urn' has a goodly roll of 
members to show already, and every day 
is laid to witness additions'. ' la Zurich, 
Swiss pa))ers afllrm, cremation is more 
Bjiokcn of and •xeitos greater attention 
and zeal than oven the proposed revision 
of the federal constitution, on which a 
vote has just been taken."

Arbitration and Free Trade 

Hobbos declared that the natural state 
of mankind was a war of all against all. 
The monstrous doctrine provoked no dis- 
sent. Kepulsivo as the idea is, it gathers 
some strength by reference to hibtory. 
Tho career of mony a ruler can bo sum- 
mod up by saying; Ho was born, ho 
fonght, ho died. Thoro wjia a timo, not 
so ve.-y long ago, when tho only profes- 
sion opon to a ^gentlemen was that of 
arms. Tho small histories of Englond 
average a battlo to every two pages. Even 
now, when Europe is supposed to be oiv- 
ilized and christianized, tho last twenty 
years have boon largely occupied with 
fighting. In IS.'il, tho allied powers 
grappled with Russia. In 1808 and 1859, 
Napoleon was fighting battles and build- 
ing triumphal arches in Northern Italy. 
In 1H6I, Victor Emanuel began his ao- 
quisitions, which ended in 1§70 with the 
capture of Rome. In 1861, Austria and 
Prussia seized Sohloswig-Hnlslfiin. In 
18()0, tho two robber powors quarrelled 
and fonght over their prey. In 18(il, tho 
Frenoli attacked ^Icxioo. Iu 18G8 Queen 
Isabella was expelled from Spmu, sua the 
hidalgos began tho series of revolts which 
has now ended in anarchy. In 1870 France 
and Germany fought. Then the Com- 
mune kept tho ball rolling -or shooting. 
Within tho last few month.s, Russia lian 
been warring in Khiva, Holland in At 
cheen, and England in Ashaiitee. On thii- 
side of tho water, Cuba and Mexico have 
been in chronic revolt. So have the South 
American Republics, save when they 
wore fighting each other or Spain. We 
have had our four years struggle between 
North and Pouth. Tho future promises 
to bo no better than the past. Tho Jitund- 
ing armies of Eurojio number 2,9J;J.()()0 
men. Thoir nominal annual cost is, in 
ctiah, 5!5(j9,;!32,d81, and their actuol cost, 
when duo allowance is made for the less 
of productive industry, is probably one 
thousand million more. The next war is 
only a question of time, and a (luestion 
that may be speedily answered. 

Arbitration proposes to do away with 
nil this frightful waste of blood and mon- 
ey. It has won two or three noble vic- 
tories recently, but is nowhere near its 
goal. The world will never stop fight- 
ing until it pays better to keep tho peace. 
Its different nations must be bound to- 
gether by a network of interests, the 
breaking of whioh would involve more 
loas than all tho possible gains by a war 
could balance. 

Then, and not nntilthen, will tho giant 
harbarium be forgotten. Great Britain 
is the most peaceful nation in tho world, 
because she is the most commercial. She 
cannot afford to fight. ■ Her troops are 
only us,«.'d to conquer petty chieftains 
who harrass British trade. This net- 
work of interests, which is tho sine qua 
non to the abandonment of war, can be 
found only through free trade. The theo- 
ry of protection is to separate countries 
to build a bai r!er around each which sha 1 
keep oi't, as far as may bo, tho products 
of others. Free trade, on tho other hand, 
binds two States together by making 
them mutually dependent. 'I ho glamour 
of tho word "independent" should not 
lead ms astray. There is a certain plea- 
sure in imagining a country which pro- 
duces everything it nec ds itself, but why 
should a mechsnic, who buys an English 
suit with three days' labor be forced by 
law to give a week's work for it, in order 
that America may manufacture clothing? 
Make trade free, and it will weave around 
the world, as it h&s around the States of 
this country, a network of iron-rails and 
telegraph wires wbioh.wiU bind commu- 
nities together with a band thesword can 
not cut. Then wo shall have ]ie»ce on 
earth. Then a high court of arbitration 
will settle tho ques ions moolel between 
nations. Free trade and peace are, in a 
great degree, oaase and offeot. — Chicago 
Tribune.
